Hospital cites 
poor publicity 



TWIN FALLS - Magic Valley 
Memorial Hospi tal board members 
n Falls County Com- 
mjssloners agreed Wednesday the 
pijbllc needs fo be better Informed 
about the hospital's proposed $9 
million expansion. 

"Meanwhile, a group of Twin Falls 
doctors Wednesday liegan a petition 
diilve to ask the commissioners to 
sttidy alternatives before going ahead 
wjth the hospital board's expansion 
plan. 

The board and the commissioners 
-ii^at.aoQ4.tp. discuss public Input 
and awareness of hospital "decisions 
such as the expansion plan. 

<7ount; Commissioner Ann Cover 
said the forces opposing publicly 
funded' expansion of the present 
hospital and- calling for private 
ownership ol the facility have been 
heard but that little has been* heard 
about the board's side. 

;"I think we would like to see the 
board work more closely with the 
media In getting their story across," 
she said. "Let's gcLboth sides of the 
matter out so the public can better 
understand what we arc facing. We 
should also welcome public com- 
ment." ' 

About 60 dMtors and citizens met^ 
Wednesday night, led by Dr. Job 

urged more public participation In 
Planning for the future ot the county 
hospital. The mooting Wednesday was 
also attended by the chairman and 
several members of the 'hospital 
board. 

.Affleck circulated o petition asking 
the hospital board to consider several 
private monagement alternativca 
before proceeding with a public bond- 
funded remodeling prggram. 

The board has already rejected the 
single private plan presented to It this 
fall.

In Johnson County, Kan., a group 
that was piarahteplng house calls by 
doctors for a |SO-a*year fee went out of 
business after its advertising was 
ruled unethical.

Alabama views Aubtim game 
as 'national championship'

ATLANTA (IIPI) ,- The pressure 
has mounted to Intense pniportions at 
the University of Alabama. 
•Two weeks ago, iho Crimson Tide 
seemed hopelessly blocked from a 
shot at the national di^mpionshlp — 
an annual goal at Alabama. It looked 
like Georgia was going to get the 
„5fputheastem Conference's berth In 
the Sugar Bowl and. anyway, It 
appeared the national title would be 
decided In an Orange Bowl game 
between Penn State and Oklahoma, 
then ranked M 

Suddenly, that all changed. 
Nebraska upset Oklahoma, enabling 
Alabama to moyc up to No. 2 In the 
national rankings, and when Auburn' 
tied Geor^a, opening the Sugar Bowl 
to Alabama, Penn State chose to go to 
New Orleans. 

There sUll could be a hitch. If 
Auburn, a two-touchdown underdog, 
should beat, or even tie Alabama 
Saturday In Birmingham, it would be 
Penn State-Georgia In the Sugar Bowl 
and goodbye No. 1 for Alabama. 
That's not likely, but the pressure Is 
sUlltbm.

KETTCHUM — In the summer they were ioRRlnc, 
hiking and biking. 

Ntwlt'e wlntar, and Ihousands-of Idaho athletes 
and fitness enthusiasts are getting ready for cross- 
«»untry skUng, one of the fastest-growing sports in the- 

Several years ago Americana began flocklng to the 
sport, whldi waff simple and cheap compared to 
Alpine skiing. . . 

In those days, dross country, or Nordic, meant 
stepping. out the bjick.doQr and sMlng off Into the 
wilderness. ■ 

Cross counti7 still hasn't been hit with the 
commercialism of Alpine. But preparations, equip- . 
ment and facilities for the sport are mushrdHhUng Jn 
Ketchum. 

In the last four years, ski areas, schools, .races, 
&hq», tour companies, clinics, camps and guide 
books have descentol on the Ketchum-Stanley area 
like snowflakes on aliillslde. 

Most cross-countriers probably stUI prefer taking 
off into the wilderness and charting their own tracks. 

But those who like their trallk-lanr&ut In /ront of 
them can sM at any of four cross country ski areas 
located between Ketchum and Stanley. 

Both Elkhom and Siin Valley maintain trails on 
their golf courses. 



. Lessons and equipment rentals arc available lixun 
both. 

. Sun Valley Nordic SRI School has 25 Instructors and 
guides. Half-day group lessons cost (9,' full-day 115 
and three-day, Private lessons are $22 on hour. 

A complete rental outfit (skis, boots £hd poles) 
costsJVoday. - 

The Sun Valley Touring Center offers hellcoptor 
skiing, night skllhg and guest cabins, 
. Galena Lodge and Busterback Rpnch are cross 
country centers located In the Stanley Basin. 

Galena Lodge. located ]ust south o( Galena summit • 
off state highway 75, has 40 miles of. double-track 
traits and 100 miles of ungroomed, but marked, trails. ■ 
For $2 you can ski for a dtiy and get a bowl of soup for 
lunch. 

Complete outfit rental costs $7 a day; group lessons 
are SIO for an hour, private, 515 an hour.- Waxing 
equipment Is available free. 

Galena's- guides also lead half-day (S20 a person) 
and ovemi^t (WO a person) tours which include 
meals. 

Busterback Ranch, a 2,400-acrc sheep and cattle 
ranch which becomes a cross country center In the 
winter. Is 40 miles north of Ketchum on Highway 75. 

The ranch has overnight bunks and cabins ($40 a 
day per person, reservations needed), a woodbuming 
sauna and 25 miles o[ groomed trails.

Skiing by the "hut system," popular In Europe, Is 
available in the Sawtooth Mountains through Leonard 
Expeditions. 

The tour company, run by Joe'ond Sheila Leonard, 
provides guided trips of one to sbf days through a 
network of four huts. The top of the line tour which 
costs SSO-a-day per .person Included a guide (colled 
shcrpos, after Nepalcse mountain guides) who will 
cook and carry supplies. For $15 a night you can ■ 
travel to the huts on your own, stay the night (one hut 
has a hot tub) and provide your own supplies. 

The huts ore separated by "roughly five miles of 
ungroomed trails. 

Leonard's also has day tours, rentals ($fi-a-day 
complete). lessons and an equipment shop at their 
lodge, at the Intersection of highways' 75 and 21 In 
Stanley. 

Reservations are required for all tours. 

The most popular spot around Ketchum to rent and 
buy equipment is the Elephant's Perch, Just off 
Highway 79 near the center ot town. 

Bob Rosso, the store's owner and a noted local cross 
country racer, will provide a day of lessons, touring, 
lunch and equipment rental tor $20, Rentals alone ore 
$6 a day, and all-day private lessons arc $12 to $15, 
dcpendlngon level of skill.

Business booming for cross country 



ALBANY, N.Y. (UPI) - Cross 
country skiing appears headed for its 
biggest season ever, with many of Its 
newest converts downhill skiers tired 
of half-hour lift lines and ticket prices 
ranging up to |] 0 a day. 

Cross country touring centers 
estimate that tiusincss ha; doubled in 
the past two or three years — and no 
slowcknvn Is evident. 

As one Dew convert In Albany put it, 
"It's easy, cheap and a good excuse to 
get outdoors in the winter." 

Cost certainly is among the major 
iactors in cross country's growing 
popularity, espcciallur^ere families 
- Qre Involved. To ski all day on 
groonwth-croM country trails costs 
generally $3 to 13 per perun. 
'And many centers have season 
. passes like those offered by the 
Bemford Farms In Altomont, about 
20 miles outside Albany. For a family, 
the teaion pus Is $30 well Ixtlow 
what It would cost most famUlca to 
doitnhlU kU for one day. 

The Beresford touring center la on 
an SOO-scre lod farm. Business has 
(loubled every year (or the post three 
years, sccordlng to owners Jon and 
Bortars Beresford. "One reason it's 
catching la tiut it's a real family sport 
— you can do It as s family unit," says 
aBrt^ord, fsther ot five who oui^l 
to know. 

Equipment, too, la much less ex- 
pensive. A good »H of $k\$. poln and 
boots can be purchurd for under 1 
■nd a skier would really have to work 
to spend more than IISO, compind to 
on aversfte cost ot $400 to $300 for

Cross-country enthusiasts also arc 
likely to scorn the "fashion show" 
atmosphere of many downhill ski 
resorts. While both sports con be 
performed with clothes puJJcd from. . 
most closets, bright and expensive' 
skisuits arc the rule, 'rather than the- 
exception, on downhill slopes. A good 
pair of knickers is probably the only 
clothes Investment most cross- 
coimtry skiers make. 

Titne and availability arc also big 
factors. A cross-country enthusiast 
can snap on his boots for a quick 
nioming spin across o local goK 
course, getting in one hour the same, 
amount of exercise it might toke all 
day to get skiing downhill — after a 
long ride to a ski resort. 

And, unlike downhill, the basics con 
be picked up In less than two hours of 
Instruction, tor another nitty savlnji.

Exercising, equipment check can help 
avoid serious injuries while skiing 



TWIN FALLS — Here's a simple 
prescription for fun and games In the 
snow. 

With the rush to the slopes beginn- 
ing again, skiers should get to shape 
and make sure their equipment is in 
SMd condition to avoid serious injury, 
accorxllng to Dr.. Jack End,- vice- 
president and corporate medical 
dOrectco' of the Northwestern Mutual 
life ImuraDce Co. of Milwaukee, Wis. 

^id, a veteran of the National Ski 
Patrol and health expert, estimates 
that more than 200,000 skiers will take 
tunibles serious enough to cause a 
fracture, tfinla or cut during the 
coming season In the U.S. elotie. 

That would be an injury rate of 
roughly ooeper 1,000 skiing hours. 

Sensible skiing and safe equipment 
are major components ttist can curb 



that figure, the physician notes. He 
also calls for good physical condition- 
ing before taking to the hills saying 
"many a broken bone can be avoided 
by an athlete with the strength and 
stamina to pull out of predicaments a 
skier Is bound to get Into." 

Good conditioning can mean more 
enloyment, too, he adds, and could 
help to reduce the large number of 
Injuries occuring late in (he d«y when 
skins have become tired: 

/Pre-skl exercises he recommends 
Include leg lifts and sltups to condition 
the abdomen against hUlslde bumps 
and walking up and down stairs 
(backwards If you can) to tone up the 
Icmpermental Achilles tendon. 

Toe stands (whidi con be' done 
cosily while watching television, talk- 
ing on the telephone or waiting for the 



bus or train) and half knee bends Qre 
a good guard against a skier's most 
common enemy, knee and ankle 
Injury. 

Another good conditioning exercise 
Is to h(^ with feet together back and 
forth over one or two txxiks placed on 
the floor, according to the doctor. 

In addition to muscle group ex- 
ercises. Dr. End recommends the 
overall conditioning afforded by 
running or bicycling as being essen- 
tial to preparing heart and lungs for 
"bombing the slopes" In the rartded 
atmosphere of hl^ altitudes.

Bergland's remarks, prepared for 
delivery to a Chicago meeting of farm 
editors, were released In Washlnglon. 

"I am absolutely convinced that the 
agricultural decisions by the PRC 
{People's Republic of China), expand- 
ing TXS. food and fiber exports and the 
continued uncertainty of weather, 
support our decisions on the 1979 feed 
grain program," the secretary said. 

He said that a set-aside and 
diversion program exceeding 20 per- 
cent "could threaten our ability to be 
a dependable exporter. It could 
trrtparably damage our domestic 
livestock industry, and II could 
Jeopardize our commitment to fight 
InfLaUan." 

He said If the feed grain program la 
used properiy, formers will tw able to 
their Incomes while the 



nation will have enough grain at fair 
prices for Uvestodctproduc^^ and for 
exports. 

The set-aside program" announced 
^lier this month provides for a 10 
pocent set-aside and an additional 10 
percent diversion. Farmers must Idle 
land In order to receive price support 
payments and loans. 
' Bergland. who spent 10 days .In 
China earlier this month, sald-Chlnese 
plans to modunlu their agricultural 
system could have a "tremendous 
Impact" on the United States Iweausc 
the Chinese are Interested In 
American methods ot manufacturing 
feed and producing poultry. 

He said If the Chinese people eat 
more poultry and puk. China will 
have to gnvor Jnpivt stihstantlally 
largn' amounts of com and soybeans 
for animal feed. 

In remfirks prepared for a Chicago 
news conference, Bergland said 
farmers have a stake In the success of 
President Carter's voluntary wage 
and price guidelines aitd other anU- 
InflatloD programs. 

"Net farm Income can tie increased. 
by 4 percent for each 1 percent 
deccease in farnwrs' total producUoh 
expenses," Bergland sakl.
